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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-38 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With regard to Independent Claims 1,15, and 27, the Applicant has sufficiently 
amended and narrowly defined an exit sign including a plurality of LEDs that are 
selectively activated to produce either red or green light to be passed through a stencil 
having indicia symbolizing an exit. The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of structural limitations, whereby the closest reference to Schwartz (U.S. 
Patent 567175) teaches selective activation of a plurality of LEDs to produce either red 
or green light, but fails to teach or obviously suggest the stencil as a means of passing 
said red or green light therethrough for symbolizing an exit. 
All subsequent dependent claims are also allowed.
